COMMERCIALIZING THE 
WORLD’S SERIES 
When it was announced that the 
world's series would be extended to 
nine games, many uf the sport writ­ 
ers and the public in general expressed 
disapproval. 
It made it too plain, 
they said, that the baseball magnates 
were out after the money.

The result of all this national pas- 
timing is that after consuming the 
major portion of two weeks, the pen­ 
nant winners in the two big leagues 
hgve been unable to decide which club 
is entitled to toe championship. One 
game would have been just as de­ 
cisive; certainly three would 
have 
been a sufficiency. It is true that a 
million or more good 
dollars 
have 
been exchanged for tickets, but even 
to# ftMUMhunamrt la scarcely vr to 
expectations. Slightly more than 18,. 
000 paid admissions were rung up 
yesterday, although the game was 
played in Cincinnati, a city that 
is 
wildly enthusiastic and baseball mad. 
The reduced attendance may 
have 
been due to the rather peculiar fact 
that after being defeated for four 
games, 4he White Sox succeeded in 
overcoming a four run lead and tak­ 
ing what might have been the fifth 
win for the Reds. The public at once 
became a bit skeptical and recalled 
the circum stances that the series was 
scheduled to go a possible nine games. 
Ffr the sake of the sport, it would 
have been much better had the series 
ended Tuesday.

According to the government geo­ 
logical report there is a well defined 
anticline in n in g through this county, 
not far from the towns of Albany and 
Decatur, which is favorable for the 
accumulation and storage of oil and 
s.

oil supply. 
In fact, with the aid of 
the government geological report, I 
w m able to obtain a definite propo­ 
sition, to drill a well in this vicinity, 
from one of the big operators of 
Texas and Mexico. 
“Now the oil man’s proposition is 
this: 
“We are to get a competent geol­ 
ogist to come in here and check up 
the government report and locate the 
structure and then secure the oil ami 
gas lease on 25,000 acres of land on 
4hk structure. He will then send his 
own geologists in here to verify our 
geologists report.
